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TOWN councillors have 
thrown a £30,000 lifeline 
to keep the Marine Theatre 
in Lyme Regis in business. 

Had councillors not 
come up with the rescue 
package, the theatre could 
have gone into administra¬ 
tion which would have 
threatened the ownership 
of the loss-making theatre. 

As exclusively revealed 


in the View from Lyme 
Regis last week, Lyme 
Regis Community Arts 
Trust, which owns the 
building, has run out of 
money. 

The trust was relying on 
additional financial sup¬ 
port from the district coun¬ 
cil, similar to that offered 
at other arts centres in 
West Dorset, to help bal- 
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ance their books. But al¬ 
though the district is con¬ 
sidering upping their 
£5,000 yearly grant to 
£7,500, trust members 
were disapppointed to 
learn that a four-year cam¬ 
paign to get equal funding 
had failed and they had no 
alternative but to go to the 
town council for further fi¬ 
nancial assistance.

Creully in Normady. 

Fire appliances from 
Lyme Regis and Axminster 
attended the scene with 
firefighters having to wear 
breathing apparatus to get 
the blaze under control. 

The fire was so fierce that 
it blew the doors to the 
container open. 

Firefighters were hin¬ 
dered by a shortage of 
water because of low pres¬ 
sure at the nearest hydrant 
in Charmouth Road. 

A number of tools and 
equipment items needed 


for the completion of the 
club’s £60,000 extension 
of the changing and social 
accommodation at the 
Davey Fort were also de¬ 
stroyed in the fire. 

It is thought that a chem¬ 
ical reaction involving 
fibre glass resin was the 
cause of the fire. 

Club chairman Howard 
Larcombe said: “We are 
particularly upset to lose 
some of the old photos 
which cannot be replaced. 


“It will also put more fi¬ 
nancial pressure on us at a 
time when great progress 
is being achieved in finish¬ 
ing the building work. 

“We hope that all players 
and supporters will get be¬ 
hind the club at this diffi¬ 
cult time and support our 
fundraising activities.”

LIBRARY services in Lyme Regis and Charmouth could 
be jeopardised following estimates that Dorset County 
Council will have to make savings of nearly £50 million 
over the next three years. 

The libraries in Lyme and Charmouth are among the 
smallest in the county and will almost certainly be hit by 
the cuts. 

Funding for up to 20 libraries could be withdrawn, sav¬ 
ing £417,300 a year. 

The libraries have not been named by the county council 
but Library Service Manager Tracey Long said they 
would be looking at alternative locally-led solutions. 

In a statement issued this week, Ms Long said: “Dorset 
County Council estimates that it will need to find £48.6 
million savings over the next three years. 

“This is an unprecedented set of circumstances and part 
of a national problem affecting all local authorities. 

“A reduced budget will be set by the council in February 
and, like all council services, the library service is ex¬ 
pected to manage within this. 

“That means providing a library service which is afford¬ 
able and sustainable within the available budget. 

“A series of proposals have been drawn-up and are 
under consideration, although no decisions have yet been 
made by councillors. 

“The county council meets today (Wednesday) to con¬ 
sider how to deal with the budget. The budget setting 
meeting of the county council is on February 17th 2011. 
It is at the Febmary meeting when county councillors will 
make the overall decision about the budget and any cuts

necessary. 

“The proposals include continuing to offer services via 
mobile libraries and dorsetforyou.com website, and 
through a network of 14 county council funded main and 
town library buildings. 

“At this stage it is envisaged that we will consult and 
work with up to 20 communities - where there are cur¬ 
rently library buildings with funding set to cease in April 
2012 - to look at alternative locally-led alternatives. 

“That includes putting together a standard offer with a 
view to local communities taking ownership of the library 
buildings or proposing an alternative service. 

“However, we must wait and see what decisions are 
made by the county council. 

“We will continue to offer the best library service pos¬ 
sible we can within the resources available.” 

Figures released by the county council show that in the 
past year 29,529 people visited Lyme Regis Library in 
Silver Street, a reduction of six per cent on the previous 
year. 

Charmouth Library, which receives £5,000 a year to 
maintain the number of opening hours, was visited by 
12,759 people during the same period, also a drop of six 
per cent. 

The parish council were planning to discuss the library’s 
future at last night’s (Tuesday) meeting.

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Council find another £92,000 
for seafront shelters scheme

IN addition to borrowing 
£500,000 and underwriting 
a further £106,000, Lyme 
Regis Town councillors are 
budgeting for a final con¬ 
tribution of £92,000 for the 
Marine Parade Shelters re¬ 
generation scheme. 

The total cost of the shel¬ 
ters scheme, the biggest 
project the town council 
has ever undertaken, will 
be near £1.3 million. 

Work has already started 
on the first phase of the 
project which is expected 
to be completed in June 
2011 . 

As well as borrowing 


£500,000 from West 
Dorset District Council, 
the town council ear¬ 
marked £250,000 from 
their reserves, built up 
over a number of years 
and allocated further con¬ 
tributions of £80,000 in 
the budget for the current 
year. 

In addition, a further 
£178,978 had been raised 
through external funding 
raised by the voluntary 
working group. This in¬ 
cludes £86,708 from the 


Chalk & Cheese fund, 
£25,000 from West Dorset 
District Council, £16,234 
from Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil and £21,500 for the 
central pavilion interpreta¬ 
tion centre from the Juras¬ 
sic Coast World Heritage 
team, National England, 
The National Trust and 
West Dorset District 
Council. Over £25,500 has 
also been raised through 
sponsorship from private 
individuals and local busi¬ 
nesses. 


The £750,000 raised by 
the town council was ear¬ 
marked for phase one of 
the project which would 
see a new construction in 
place incorporating the 
existing central pavilion 
which will be converted 
into a high-tech interpreta¬ 
tion centre. 

The scheme also in¬ 
cludes two retail units at 
either end of the shelters, 
the rent for which will be 
the interest charged on the 
money borrowed by the 
town council. 

Other attractions will in¬ 
clude an entertainment 


area and space for farmers’ 
markets and other charita¬ 
ble events. 

Plans also include two 
glass-fronted community 
rooms as part of phase two 
but the council have now 
decided to budget for a fur¬ 
ther £92,000 next year to 
enable these to be built be¬ 
cause the fees to be 
charged for hiring the fa¬ 
cilities will help finance 
the project on an on-going 
basis. 

A report on the project 
was given to last week’s 
meeting of the Strategy 
and Policy Committee by 
the council’s client advi¬ 
sor/project co-ordinator, 
David Gale. 

He reported that they al¬ 
ready had “exciting poten¬ 
tial tenants” for the two 
retail units. 

Committee chairman 
Owen Lovell questioned 
the need for more meeting 
rooms in Lyme but it was 
Mr Gale’s view that the 
community rooms would 
generate significant in¬ 
come. 

Funding figures detailed 
by working party member 
Chris Boothroyd showed 
that the volunteers had put 
in 1,872 hours saving the 
council £37,440. 


Town councillors may get expenses 


CANDIDATES who win a seat on Lyme Regis Town 
Council at next May's election may be able to claim 
an allowance. 

Government legislation allows for town council¬ 
lors to claim an annual sum, although none have 
ever done so in the past. 

Dorchester Town Council pays its members £950 
per annum with all members claiming whilst Brid- 
portTown Council pays £650 with two thirds of its 
membership claiming the allowance. 

Town clerk Mike Lewis told last week's meeting of 
the Strategy and Policy Committee that there was 
no provision in the draft budget for members'al¬ 
lowances and if the council wanted to claim a sum 
would have to be included before the budget was 


signed off. Although the council had to pay the al¬ 
lowances, the level of payment would be decided 
by West Dorset District Council. 

Committee chairman Owen Lovell said he 
thought they should leave the decision to the next 
council after the May elections. 

District councillor Daryl Turner said that if they 
wanted to attract younger members on the next 
council they should make the decision now. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said everyone should 
be given the opportunity to stand regardless of 
their financial situation. 

It was agreed that town clerk Mike Lewis would 
seek clarification on the level of expenses for a de¬ 
cision to be made when the budget is approved.

The town council gave the theatre 
£32,000 in the current financial year. This 
is usually paid in four quartly payments 
but the full amount has been given to the 
theatre to help them meet their existing 
commitments. 

A similar amount has been budgeted for 
the 2011-2012 financial year. The council 
also provide the trust with free office ac¬ 
commodation, although discussions have 
taken place over them relinquishing this. 

Arts trust chairman John Bartholomew 
and new artistic director Phil Whitehead 
attended last week’s meeting of the Strat¬ 
egy and Policy Committee to make an im¬ 
passioned plea for further support from 
the council. 

It was expected that their presentation 
would have been held in committee with 
the press and public excluded. But district 
councillor Daryl Turner said it was public 
money they were talking about and there¬ 
fore the discussion should be in public. 
The council agreed. 

Mr Bartholomew told the council that 
they needed £30,000 to continue operat¬ 
ing until the end of March and to meet 
outstanding bills of £16,000. 

He outlined their discussions with the 
district council over the current funding 
situation and was highly critical of the dis¬ 
trict’s failure to recognise the theatre as a 
promoter of the performing arts, although 
it was recognised that the Marine staged 
more events and attracted bigger audi¬ 
ences (a total of 22,000 in the last year) 
than the other centres in Bridport, Dorch¬ 
ester and Sherborne. 

He also criticised the district for not ful¬ 


filling their commitment to carry out a re¬ 
view of the activities at the Marine. 

Mr Bartholomew explained that he had 
written to district council leader Robert 
Gould in a bid to get a decision deferred 
from today’s (Wednesday) meeting of the 
executive for the Marine’s case to be 
reveiewed. 

He had also written to Councillor Gould 
suggesting that the unusually low car 
parking fees of £1 per day at the district 
council-run Holmbush and Charmouth 
Road car parks be increased with some of 
the additional money raised going to the 
theatre. 

Disaster 

In a frank assessment of the program¬ 
ming at the Marine over the past few 
years, Mr Bartholomew admitted that 
“mistakes had been made”, revealing that 
last year’s Christmas show, “Nicolai of 
The North” was “a disaster.” 

He admitted that the decision to appoint 
the last artistic director to present a pro¬ 
gramme to attract arts council funding has 
not worked and had generated little rev¬ 
enue. 

Mr Bartholomew concluded by reiterat¬ 
ing their determination to solve their prob¬ 
lems and take the Marine Theatre back to 
where it was three years ago. 

New artistic director Phil Whitehead 
said the theatre was perceived to be pre¬ 
senting “high culture” and they needed to 
return to making the Marine a part of the 
community again. 

He told councillors: “We want it to be 
sustainable. Not the Old Vic but neither 
do we want it to be the Old Wreck .” 

Mr Whitehead said there needed to be a 


new vision for the Marine which spoke 
to the people of Lyme Regis. 

Both Mr Bartholomew and Mr White- 
head got a sympathetic hearing from 
councillors and following questions Mr 
Bartholomew admitted that if the council 
could not provide further funding the 
theatre could go into administration the 
following morning. 

Councillor Ken Meech expressed the 
view that rather than ticking boxes for 
the arts council, all Lyme Regis wanted 
was “good old fashion entertainment”. 

Councillor Turner said they had to re¬ 
member Lyme Regis was a small town. 
The council was also supporting the 
Woodmead Halls and he wondered 
whether the town was too small to sup¬ 
port two halls. 

Councillor Stan Williams said he had 
great sympathy for the position the Ma¬ 
rine was in. Several years ago the people 
of Lyme had voted for a “professional 
style” theatre but they had not supported 
a professional programme. 

He reminded councillors that if the arts 
trust folded the council would have to 
take on the responsibility of running the 
theatre as the ownership of the building 
would revert back to the council. 

Councillor Sally Holman said it was a 
“very serious situation” and if the coun¬ 
cil advanced further finance there would 
have to be more accountability and reg¬ 
ular meetings to asses the progress. 

Commenting on the possibility of rais¬ 
ing more money through car parking, 
Councillor Turner said there was already 
a proposal to raise the £1 parking fees to 


£1.70 but there were other things in Lyme 
Regis on which money could be spent that 
would be more beneficial to the town. 

Asked whether the council could find an¬ 
other £30,000 for the theatre, town clerk 
Mike Lewis said it would be possible to use 
£15,000 from the Strawberry Field reserves 
which was unlikely to be spent in this fi¬ 
nancial year. A further £15,000 could be 
taken from the shelters regeneration re¬ 
serves, with the sum being moved into next 
year’s budget. 

Councillor Williams said they should 
make representations to the district council 
for more support for the Marine Theatre. 

It was agreed to write to the district coun¬ 
cil asking them to reconsider their decision 
and recommending that fees in the district 
car parks be increased to £3 per day to pro¬ 
vide additional money that could be “ring 
fenced” for Lyme Regis projects, including 
the Marine Theatre.

Lyme Matters

T HERE’S been 
much talk in 
the town, fol¬ 
lowing our exclusive 
story last week about 
the financial difficul¬ 
ties at the Marine 
Theatre, concerning 
the town council allo¬ 
cating more money to 
keep the theatre in 
business. 

To be honest, the 
councillors were put 
in a very dificult posi¬ 
tion and had no 
choice but to find an¬ 
other £30,000 which 
will keep the theatre 
afloat to the end of 
March while mem¬ 
bers of the Commu¬ 
nity Arts Trust, 


which owns and runs 
the building, come up 
with a new vision and 
way forward for the Ma¬ 
rine. 

The additional £30,000 
to be advanced by the 
council will see the trust 
through to March with a 
reduced and slimmed 
down operation. 

Then it’s the new fi¬ 


nancial year and the 
trust will have to oper¬ 
ate on the funding avail¬ 
able. That will be just 
under £40,000 if West 
Dorset District Council 
don’t approve any fur¬ 
ther support. 

By coming up with a 
further £30,000, the town 
council is not increasing 
its expenditure. The ad¬ 


ditional funding will 
come from reserves ear¬ 
marked for other proj¬ 
ects that will not be 
spent in the current fi¬ 
nancial year - a bit of 
clever but perfectly ac¬ 
ceptable accounting by 
town clerk Mike Lewis. 

Trust chairman John 
Bartholomew and new 
artistic director Phil 


Whitehead put together 
a compelling case to 
keep the theatre alive 
and kicking. 

The aletrnative, which 
surprised a few council¬ 
lors, was the unpalatable 
realisation that the trust 
would have folded and 
gone into administration 
with inevitable job 
losses. 

The future ownership 
of the theatre might also 
have been compromised 
as the building is the 
only real asset the trust 
has. In the event of the 
trust ceasing to operate, 
the ownership of the 
building reverts back to 
the council so there was 
only one real choice - 


more money. 

The possibility of the 
district council agreeing 
to put up their ludi¬ 
crously low car parking 
fees from £1 to £3 a day 
might provide some light 
at the end of the tunnel. 

But the trust certainly 
faces a huge challenge in 
getting the theatre back 
to where it was a few 
years ago before adopt¬ 
ing a more “high cul¬ 
ture” approach. 

Having listened to Phil 
Whitehead’s presenta¬ 
tion to the council, and 
spoken at length to John 
Bartholomew, who both 
have worked so hard to 
find a way through this 
difficult situation, I have 
no doubt they can do it. 
But their programme 
must reflect the wishes 
of the townsfolk as well 
as visitors. 

“Use or it lose it” is an 
overused expression 
when things go awry. 
But it has never been 
more apt. 

If the people of Lyme 
want to keep the Marine 
(and I think most do), 
then they have to use it. 

Simples! 


Latest gossip on the election front... 


■ IT'S election year in 2011 - and already 
the jungle drums are beating. We will 
be going to the polls in May to elect a new 
town council and two district councillors. 

Three Cups Hotel campaigner and Alice's 
Bear Shop owner Rikey Austin has already 
declared her intention of standing for the 
town council on Facebook. 

To date, only two existing town council¬ 
lors have stated they will not be seeking re- 
election - Ken Meech and David Cozens 


MBE - although it has been rumoured for a 
long time that others are considering step¬ 
ping down. 

Two more likely candidates will be Chris 
Clipson and Terry O'Grady, who attend 
most council meetings and often speak 
during the town forum. 

There are one or two other names ban¬ 
dering around so it would seem we will 
definitely have an election. 


And there will almost certainly be a con¬ 
test for the two district council seats. I ex¬ 
pect both sitting members - Daryl Turner 
and Pat Hicks - to seek re-election and I've 
heard on the grapevine that at least three 
others are planning to put their names for¬ 
ward, including one big surprise candi¬ 
date. 

Watch this space for a further election up¬ 
date.

Lifeboat crew go back to the 
classroom to learn radio skills 


MEMBERS of Lyme egis Lifeboat crew have gone back 
to the classroom, all in the cause of saving lives at sea. 

Eight volunteers are taking to the airwaves on a two- 
week course on the effective use of radio in search and 
rescue operations. 

The course, which ends tomorrow (Thursday), has been 
run by Steve Howard, one of the RNLI’s ten mobile train¬ 
ers who travel the country teaching skills in first aid, 
radar and navigational systems, and use of the radio. 

The aim is to gain the Royal Yachting Association’s in¬ 
ternational certificate of competence in short range com¬ 


munications, a qualification which is underpinned by the 
RNLI’s search and rescue certificate . 

Steve Howard said: “The overall target is to train crew 
to say the right things at the right time in situations that 
can sometimes be quite stressful.” 

Jon Broome, training co-ordinator at the Lyme Regis 
lifeboat station, added: “Our aim is to have as many of 
our volunteers as possible fully trained in the use of radio 
in search and rescue situations. 

“This course is a very important contribution to the 
overall efficiency of the station.”

Why go to the supermarket? 
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Lyme Regis and the Big Society 


N OT too much has been heard about how 
Dorset County Council plan to implement 
cuts of £48 million or 17 per cent reduction 
from next year’s budget (2011-2012). But since Octo¬ 
ber’s Comprehensive Spending Review a significant 
reduction in public spending is being planned 
which will impact on local people. 

The county council cuts are part of £81bn savings 
from government spending nationally by 2014/15 and 
form part of The Big Society, a revolution to 
strengthen civil society by getting more people to 
work together to run their own affairs locally. This 
seemingly innocuous banner also heralds a dramat¬ 
ically smaller state and with it much reduced public 
sector service provision. 

The Big Society is driven by three imperatives - to 
stimulate social action; to open public services and 
to empower communities. The aim to give people 
greater opportunity to shape their lives and the 
places where they live. The corollary is to require 
people to shoulder more responsibility; to actively 
encourage participation; to incentivise change and 
to have to live with the repercussions for those who 
are unwilling or unable to take part. 

Social action plans to put more power and respon¬ 
sibility into the hands of families, groups, neigh¬ 
bourhoods, communities and volunteers. 

This mobilisation is being supported by the estab¬ 
lishment of a Big Society Day, the Big Society Bank 
and National Citizens Service that will encourage 
young people (16 plus) to get involved in voluntary 
work. 

Increased volunteering is at the heart of the drive 
to social action, which raises important questions 
about whether people in Lyme Regis have more free 
time to give to good causes. Are people prepared to 
freely run services previously run by local authori-

In parallel with funding cuts to the police, health¬ 
care and education and local authorities like Dorset 
County Council, there is a commitment to the open¬ 
ing up of public services. This formula for new 
model is less money equals collaboration and inno¬ 
vation. An ambitious future in which many non-es¬ 
sential services are provided by a mix of mutual 
societies, co-operatives, charities, social enterprises, 
small businesses and locally-based neighbourhood 
groups. 


The reality is that in the early New Year deep cuts 
will be announced at Dorset County Council and 
other public sector organisations and there doesn’t 
appear to be the time to reengineer the way that 
their services are delivered through these new ways 
of working. 

New powers 

Empowering communities is the third strand of 
The Big Society and gives new powers to help save 
local facilities and services threatened with closure, 
to establish new schools and a radical change to¬ 
wards a community led planning system. This far 
reaching guiding legislation will be set be set out in 
the Localism Bill due to be published this Thursday 
and will give local people the authority to stipulate 
conditions for much of their neighbourhood’s regen¬ 
eration, housing needs and planning guidelines. 

Neighbourhoods will be encouraged to agree their 
priorities and for these to be set out in a local plan, 
which if positively voted through by at least 51 per 
cent of the population will take effect and determine

The Big Society is change on a scale that few of us 
will have seen before. It’s a great chance for people 
to play a part in shaping the places where they live. 
But it comes with the risk that disillusionment and 
apathy (only 34 per cent of people in West Dorset 
agreed that they can influence local decision mak¬ 
ing) will leave local communities venerable to the 
influence of special interest groups, particularly as 
rules governing potential conflicts are also to be re¬ 
laxed. 

Lyme Regis has the LymeForward, community 
plan adopted and promoted by Lyme Regis Town 
Council and there is a commitment to giving people 
the chance to have a voice, identify issues, and to 
play a role in making things happen.

Why not sell InSPARation cafe 
to pay for new youth club? 



LYME Regis Development Trust 
should sell the InSPARation Youth 
Cafe to pay for the renovation of the 
recently acquired Club for Young 
People. 

That was the view of Councillor 
Owen Lovell, speaking at last week’s 
meeting of Lyme Regis Town Coun¬ 
cil’s Strategy and Policy Committee. 

Having bought the Church Street 
premises from the the trustees of the 
club for £60,000, the Development 
Trust is now faced with repairs cost¬ 
ing up to £250,000 before the club 
can re-open. 

In next year’s draft budget the 
council has allocated a sum of 
£50,000 towards the cost of renova¬ 
tions plus £10,000 towards running 
costs. 

In presenting the budget, town 
clerk Mike Lewis said he had been 
told by youth club project leader 
Fran Williams that the urgent priority 
was to carry out repairs to the roof 
and to provide heating so they could 
get the building open as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

Mr Lewis said there was no indica¬ 
tion of how much the the renovations 
would cost but he got the impression 
it might not be quite so expensive as 
originally expected. 

Committee chairman Councillor 
Lovell said he was “pleased to hear 
that”. 

He understood that the Develop¬ 
ment Trust had offered £6,000 a year 
towards the running costs of the club 


but planned to retain the InSPARa¬ 
tion Cafe as an asset. 

Councillor Lovell said he wanted 
to make public his views which he 
had expressed in private - that the 
Development Trust should sell the 
InSPARation Cafe to pay for the cost 
of renovating the old boys’ club. 

He added that he was fully support¬ 
ive of the efforts to establish a new 
youth club in the town but he didn’t 
want people “building empires at the 
expense of the youth of the town”. 

He added: “The Development Trust 
can solve the problem of the boys’ 
club. The finance is there if times are 
hard with money coming from other 
places.” 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said the 
council should meet with the Devel¬ 
opment Trust before coming to any 
any decision. 

After the meeting, Wendy Davies, 
chairman of Lyme Regis Develop¬ 
ment Trust, said that papers regard¬ 
ing their role in the project, including 
a “memo of undersatnding for a 
strategic partnetship between LRDT, 
Dorset County Council”, should 
have been forwarded to all council¬ 
lors. However, this did not happen 
and councillors were prevented from 
having “an informed discussion”. 

Mrs Davies has since sent copies of 
the papers to all councillors and 
hoped that a “face-to-face” discus¬ 
sion could take place shortly. 

In the letter to councillors, Fran 
Williams said LRDT was holding the 


building on behalf of the community 
and had spent considerable time and 
money to date on making it safe and 
watertight. 

She said that the InSPARation 
Management Committee were com¬ 
mitted to maintaining “a vibrant and 
diverse service for young people”. 

She continued: “Until the new cen¬ 
tre opens at this point LRDT trustees 
will decide how best the building can 
contribute to youth provision in 
Lyme.” 

She added that it looked like the 
best use for 17/18 Church Street (In¬ 
SPARation Cafe) would be to pro¬ 
vide a revenue stream for the mnning 
of the club as no other further com¬ 
mitments were forthcoming. 

Mrs Williams said that they were 
currently awaiting tenders for the es¬ 
sential works on the roof and heating 
system and were also waiting for fur¬ 
ther structural reports on the build¬ 
ing. She confirmed that LRDT were 
in a position to contribute £6,000 per 
annum but it was essential in any 
fundraising approach to show sub¬ 
stantial commitment from the town 
council as they are “the voice of the 
community”. 

And she added: “We are very keen 
for the town council to become part¬ 
ners in this project.”

• Offer in-pub solutions to help 
drivers avoid consuming alcohol if 
they know they are going to drive 
The current campaign targets 1-3 
pint drink drivers, not 'drunk driv¬ 
ers', with a particular focus on 
young men aged 17-29 years old. It 
doesn't focus on the increased risk 
of a crash, as our research has 
found that young men believe: 

• a crash is unlikely after 1 or 2 
drinks 

• drink drive ads showing a crash 
are not relevant to them but to 
people who drive when drunk 

• they're more likely to be over the 
limit and caught after 1 or 2 drinks 
We found that the long-term impli¬ 
cations of drink driving, such as im¬ 
prisonment or a criminal record, a 
12 month driving ban or an en¬ 
dorsement that stays on your li¬ 
cence for 11 years are much more 
shocking and compelling to this 
audience than the risk of crashing 
and harming themselves or others. 
Key messages for Christmas 
2010: 

• THINK! Don't drink and drive 
•Get convicted of drink driving and 
you'll be processed like any other 
criminal 

Working in partnership: Driver 
Friendly 

Driver Friendly, which launched in 
December 2009, is the focus of our 


partnership activity this Christmas. 
We are partnering with Coca-Cola 
and various pub chains to encour¬ 
age drivers to choose soft drinks on 
their night out, by providing them 
with a buy one, get one free offer 
on Coke and Diet Coke in the pub 
environment. 

Sobering-up tricks do not work 

Coffee and cold showers the morn¬ 
ing after a night out don't help you 
sober up. Time is the only way to 
get the alcohol out of your system 
and you could still be over the legal 
limit many hours after drinking. 
Drink driving and the law 
The legal consequences of a drink 
driving conviction are severe and 
long-lasting. 

Causing death by careless driving 
when under the influence of drink 
or drugs = 14 years' imprisonment, 
together with an unlimited fine, 
disqualification from driving for at 
least 2 years and a mandatory ex¬ 
tended driving test. 

Driving or attempting to drive 
while above the legal limit or unfit 
through drink or drugs = 6 months' 
imprisonment, together with a fine 
of up to £5,000 and disqualification 
from driving for at least 12 months 
(3 years if convicted twice in 10 
years). 

Being in charge of a vehicle whilst 
above the legal limit or unfit 
through drink or drugs = 3 months' 
imprisonment, a fine of up to 
£2,500 and discretionary disqualifi¬ 
cation from driving.

Refusing to provide a specimen of 
breath, blood or urine for analysis 
= 6 months' imprisonment, to¬ 
gether with a fine of up to £5,000 
and disqualification from driving 
for at least 12 months.

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A whole lot of love for llamas 


I T could be the doleful 
eyes, the tranquil na¬ 
ture or the incredible 
soft fleece but something 
about a pack animal na¬ 
tive to the foothills of the 
Andes is drawing people 
out of retirement to ensure 
they become an increas¬ 
ingly regular sight on 
Dorset’s Jurassic Coast. 

It’s thanks to the dedica¬ 
tion and persistence of 
farms like UK Llama that

to live. My grandparents 
had a smallholding so in 
some way I’m going back 
to my roots.” 

Brenda has now taken 
over the business, which 
offers guided Llama 
Treks through Dorset’s 
rolling hills and world 
heritage site, from the in¬ 
credibly enthusiastic and 
knowledgeable Chris, 
who started the farm after 
a trip through North 
America’s wild west. 

Chris, who is staying on 
at UK Llama to tend to 
the herd he has been rear¬ 
ing for the past 12 years. 

He said: “Jo and I went 
to Arizona on holiday 
when I retired and we

using llamas to take peo¬ 
ple on pack trips. So we 
did two wonderful days 
trekking and thought we 
could do that in Dorset.” 

Alongside the Treks, 
UK Llamas also run in¬ 
troduction to life with lla¬ 
mas, alpacas and guano 
courses for those who be¬ 
come enthralled by the 
animals, which are used 
as beasts of burdens, 
meat, wool - its quality is 
far superior to sheep - 
and increasingly for secu¬ 
rity for livestock farmers. 

With the backing of 
Business link and West 
Dorset District Council 
Chris applied for a grant 
to improve facilities and 
build a lake and picnic 
area for disabled children. 


Llama’s pack mentality 
and history of years 
working alongside hu¬ 
mans makes the animal a 
friendly and gentle com¬ 
panion for those with dis¬ 
abilities. 

It was the work with 
disabled children, which 
led to the farm’s animals 
being recognised as some 
of the best example of 
their breed in the country. 
As the popularity of keep¬ 
ing Llamas and Alpacas 
increases - over the years 
16 customers of UK Lla¬ 
mas have bought their 
own animals - so do the 
events at county shows 
normally associated with 
cows, sheep and dogs. 

Having owned the farm 
for 12 years, UK Llamas 


had never shown their 
animals until this year 
when John Lightbowd, 
who suffered brain 
damage after a heart at¬ 
tack started working 
with the animals and re¬ 
gaining his short term 
memory. Having helped 
raise “King Richard” 
John felt it right to 
show the animal. So 
they entered Royal 
County of Berkshire 
Show, where “King 
Richard” was crowned 
Supreme Champion 
Llama during the 
British Llama Society 
Annual Show.

Poetry for Pleasure by Frank McGarry 


"Without the door let sorrow lie, 

And if for cold it hap to die 
We'll bury it in a Christmas Pie 
And evermore be merry." 

NOT everyone can be at home for Christmas 
- and this is particularly true in wartime. The 
Voluntary Aid Detachment was formed in 
1909 with the help of the Red Cross and 
St John's Ambulance. By 1914 there were 
2,500 branches in Britain with 74,000 volun¬ 
teers. The VADs worked as nurses, maids, 
cooks and cleaners to help the war effort. 
One of those wonderful ladies, M. Winifred 
Wedgwood, wrote this. 

CHRISTMAS 1916: 

Thoughts in a V.A.D. Hospital Kitchen 

There's no Christmas leave for us scullions, 

We've got to keep on with the grind: 

Just cooking for Britain's heroes. 

But, bless! We don't really mind. 

We've scores and scores of potatoes, 

And cabbages also to do; 

And onions, and turnips, and what not, 
That go in the Irish stew. 

We're baking, and frying, and boiling, 
From morning until night; 

But we've got to keep on a bit longer, 

Till Victory comes in sight. 

Then there's cutting the thin bread and butter, 
For the men who are very ill; 


But we feel we're well rewarded; 

For they've fought old Kaiser Bill. 

Yes! We've got to hold on a while longer, 

Till we've beaten the Fiun to his knees: 

And then 'Good-bye'to the kitchen; 

The treacle, the jam, and the cheese! 

OUR next poem is also about the Christmas 
of 1916 but this one was written at the bat- 
tlefront by a young man named Leslie George 
Rub, who was to die there the following year. 

CHRISTMAS DAY ON THE SOMME 

'Twas Christmas Day on the Somme 
The men stood on parade, 

The snow laid six feet on the ground 
Twas twenty in the shade. 

Up spoke the Captain 'gallant man', 

"Just hear what I've to say, 

You may not have remembered that 
Today is Christmas Day.” 

"The General has expressed a wish 
This day may be observed, 

Today you will only work eight hours, 

A rest that's well deserved. 

I hope you'll keep yourselves quite clean 

And smart and spruce and nice, 

The stream is frozen hard 
But a pick will break the ice." 

"All men will get two biscuits each, 

I'm sure you're tired of bread, 


I'm sorry there's no turkey 
but there's Bully Beef instead. 

The puddings plum have not arrived 
But they are on their way, 

I'll guarantee they'll be in time 
To eat next Christmas Day." 

"Your parcels would have been in time 
But I regret to say 

The vessel which conveyed them was 
Torpedoed on the way. 

The Quartermaster's got your rum 
But you may get some yet,

MOSS MAGIC EARNS PLACE IN LAST 32 


DORCHESTER TOWN 3 
St ALBANS CITY 0 

FA Trophy Round One - Attendance: 302 

MATCH winner Ryan Moss stole the show as Dorchester got 
back to work by crushing St Albans City 3-0 in the FA Carls- 
berg Trophy First Round tie. 

After a goalless first have he put Dorchester ahead within 
40 seconds of the restart and then set Rico Wilson up for 
his first goal for the club just three minutes later. Wilson's 
day got better by when he added the Magpies third on 68 
minutes to ensure a £5000 windfall for the club for win¬ 
ning. 

Following three weeks without a game, the Magpies 
looked a little rusty early on as St Albans dominated the 
game without causing the Dorchester defence any prob¬ 
lems, but after the first 15 minutes they found their form 
and dominated the match from therein. 

Their change in fortune seemed to coincide with a 
change of referee; Adam Hopkins of Plymouth having to 
be replaced by fourth official Dean McEllin from Bristol 
with what looked like a calf or hamstring injury. 

Immediately before, Neil Martin created the Magpies first 
chance on goal when he received the ball back from his 
own throw-in before forcing his way past David Deeney's 
tackle as he cut in from the byeline. However Saints veteran 
keeper Paul Bastock palmed away his acute angle drive. 

Nick Crittenden looked to have a great chance as he 
picked up skipper Mark Jermyn's chip over the visitors de¬ 
fence, but as he bore down on goal, Saints giant defender 
and captain Ryan Frater stuck out his long leg to produce 
a superb tackle that caused Crittenden to lose momentum, 
and the opportunity was lost. 

Almost immediately Wilson should have done better 
when Frater missed Kyle Critchell's through ball. Wilson was 
on it like a flash but Bastock reacted immediately and 
blocked his shot at point blank range as he raced from goal 
and the ball was cleared for a corner. Whilst it was under¬ 
standable for Wilson to take on the shot he might have 
slipped the ball sideways to Moss who could have run it 
into an empty net. Critchell headed over from Steve De¬ 
vlin's resultant corner. 

With Jermyn and Devlin commanding midfield, Dorch¬ 
ester continued to dominate before St Albans recorded 
their only shot in the first half on 37 minutes. Their tall 
striker Ollie Palmer, on loan from Woking, turned inside 
Critchell on the left had side of the box before firing in a 
shot which took a deflection off Jermyn, but keeper Simon 
Evans had no problems in changing direction to safely 
gather the ball. 

Moss stood on the ball when put through by Martin, be¬ 
fore Devlin prevented the ball running behind when a long 
right wing cross evaded everybody and pulled it back for 
Moss whose snap shot was blocked two yards out from 
goal at the expense of a non-productive corner. 

For all their endeavours Dorchester had nothing to show 
for their efforts as the sides went into the break. 

However that changed immediately after the interval 
when Moss got his revenge having been heavily policed in 
the first half by the towering Frater, and he fired the Mag¬ 
pies into the lead with a low shot from 15 yards after Crit¬ 
tenden had put him in the clear. 

He almost added another a minute later when he latched 
on to Critchell's headed pass and held off Frater but 
hooked his shot on the turn over the bar. 

However two minutes later he set up Wilson for his first 
goal for the Magpies. Bastock and central defender Dave 
Peters both looked to ferry a ball out of play for a goal kick 
under pressure from Moss who nipped between the two 
before turning the ball back across the goalmouth for Wil¬ 
son to run over the line. 

Dorchester immediately substituted Critchell, who had 
needed treatment on his ankle following a tackle in the 
first half, bringing on James Coutts in midfield with Jermyn 
reverting to right back. 

Such was Dorchester's dominance that it was over an 
hour before Evans had an on target shot to deal with and 
as frustration set in St Albans began to lose their cool. Moss 
was now leading Frater a merry dance as the Magpies fit¬ 
ness told, and the Saints skipper was lucky to only be 
booked when he pulled Moss over rugby style as the striker 
headed for goal. He almost paid for it with a goal but De¬ 
vlin's left foot free-kick from 25 yards just curled beyond 
the far post. 

Wilson booked his side's place in the draw for the second 
round on 68 minutes when Bastock dropped Devlin's cor¬ 
ner. The striker's first shot was blocked by the keeper, but 
he kept his cool and blasted the ball home as he swivelled 
on the rebound. 

How Bastock remained on the field minutes later remains 


a mystery. He raced from goal and flattened Moss as he 
rounded the keeper two yards outside of the area, but after 
a lengthy delay for treatment to Moss, only received a yel¬ 
low card. 

Wilson should have completed his hat-trick in the last 
minute of normal time when after beating three defenders 
in a mazy run, he sidefooted the ball beyond Bastock and 
the far post from ten yards. 

Matt Hocking became the third visitor to go in the book 
when he unceremoniously floored Crittenden, as Dorch¬ 
ester breezed through to the next round. 

Terras edge closer

More than just a world champion boxer 


MOST of the large crowd that enjoyed 
the guest appearance of former unde¬ 
feated British and European welter¬ 
weight champion, and WBC 
Welterweight Champion of the World, 
John H Stracey at Bridport Amateur 
Boxing Club's recent tournament most 
will not know that he has a hidden tal¬ 
ent as a cabaret singer and has a Christ¬ 
mas song out! 

John H is no stranger to the area. He 
bought a hotel in Bournemouth after he 
retired from boxing in 1979, and often 
travelled through Bridport on his way to 
make guest appearances, mainly at 
boxing related events in Devon, Corn¬ 
wall and Somerset. 

He visited Bridport when he was sell¬ 
ing the hotel in 1984 as one of the 
prospective buyers owned a caravan 
site close to the town, although they did 
not eventually buy it. 

Married to Kathy, his wife of 23 years, 
he now lives near her family in the 
Wirrall but often travels to Poole where 
his parents still live. 

He was born and grew up in Bethnal 
Green in a typical East-end council flat 
that overlooked Whitechapel Road 
where just behind the infamous Kray 
brothers, Ron and Reggie lived. Always 
getting into scrapes, at the age of 11% 
his father Dave took him down to the 
local Repton Boxing Club; probably the 
most famous boxing club in Britain; in 
order to try and keep him out of trouble. 
He took to it like ducks to water. 

In his amateur days he won five na¬ 
tional titles and represented Great 
Britain at lightweight in the 1968 
Olympic Games in Mexico City. Unfortu¬ 
nately he was outpointed in the second 
round, his 18th birthday, by Ronnie Har¬ 
ris of the USA who went on to win the 
gold medal. 

He turned professional the next year 
after joining Terry Lawless' manage¬ 
ment team, and had his first profes¬ 


sional fight five days before his 19th 
birthday at York Hall Baths in Bethnal 
Green, which he won with a second- 
round knockout of Nigerian-born wel¬ 
terweight Santos Martins. He went on 
to become the undefeated British and 
European champion. 

The pinnacle of his boxing career was 
when he beat reigning WBC champion 
Cuban Jose Napoles in his home city of 
Mexico City in December 1975, to be¬ 
come the only British boxer in history to 
win as an amateur and professional in 
Mexico City against a local boxer with 
Mexican judges and referee. 

Stracey proudly showed off the title 
belt when he spoke to the audience be¬ 
fore the boxing tournament, where he 
encouraged young people to take up 
boxing as a sport. 

Each belt takes 60 days to make and 
includes the flags of the 163 countries 
affiliated to the World Boxing Council as 
well as cameo photos of Stracey and 
Napoles, and Muhammad Ali and Joe 
Louis. 

He was also inducted in to the WBC 
Hall of Fame in Cadiz, Spain in 2005 and 
is one of only five recipients of the Hon¬ 
orary WBC Ring along with Marvellous 
Marvin Hagler, Vitali Klitschko and 
Jorge Arce. 

He retired in 1978 having won 45 of 
his 51 fights with only five defeats, and 
began to build a career outside boxing 
with guest appearances and after din¬ 
nerspeaking and as a singer. 

He is now well known on the circuit for 
his cabaret act, which includes a bit of 
comedy, and next week will be the after 
dinner cabaret at actor Ray Winstone's 
charity function for armed forces. 

Winstone, who was also a member of 
Repton Boxing Club and could have had 
a promising career having boxed twice 
for England, has just completed the film 
'Fathers of Girls' in which he plays the 
lead part of a solicitor, and for which 


John H Stracey sings the title sound¬ 
track 'It's not so easy for me'. 

Stracey who says he loves singing, has 
also sung with some quite famous peo¬ 
ple including Johnny Mathis, Tony 
Christie and Dan Felder, lead guitarist of 
The Eagles and writer of 'Hotel Califor¬ 
nia'. 

John H's latest project is a Christmas 
song called 'Knockout Christmas' which 
is a fun tune with a interesting ending 
which John H is encouraging all readers 
to check out on either You Tube or 
Mersey Mag. 

Incidentally, why John H and not just 
John Stracey? His dad decided one day 
that he should have a more eye-catch¬ 
ing business card and returned home 
with one that read 'John H Stracey - 
Professional Pugilist'; "H' being the ini¬ 
tial of his middle name Henry, and 
'Pugilist', the original name of a boxer 
and defined in the dictionary as: "The 
skill, practice, and sport of fighting with 
the fists."

Bridport edged out in relegation clash 


I THOUGHT that the thaw that had taken place over the 
last days of the week would have meant that a full league 
programme would have taken place. I was wrong! 

Dorchester found that their pitch would not take a stud 
on Saturday morning and called off their game against 
league leaders Salisbury. 

Seeming the East of the region was the more badly af¬ 
fected, for the Dorchester second side's game at Salisbury 
too, did not take place. Dorchester thirds however did get 
a game in and won decisively 57-19 at Verwood. 

The Bridport second side did not take the field, having 
to concede their game at East Dorset. I toddled off to Brid¬ 
port to take in their game against fellow strugglers, Marl¬ 
borough; a game, the outcome of which was certainly 
important to both sides. 

BRIDPORT 8pts, MARLBOROUGH 11 pts 

THE first quarter of this relegation clash was filled with 
honest endeavour from both sides, but with very little 
penetration or finesse. 

Bridport did have a chance to take the lead but Croft's 
penalty kick from 35 yards and halfway out slid wide and 
the game was scoreless after 20 minutes' play. 

The visitors were then wide with a similar attempt from 
the ten yard line, but an Idris Croft place kick five minutes 
before the break served to give his side a three point lead. 
Marlborough came back and equalised with the last kick 
of the half when they kicked a long range penalty that 
went over off an upright. This left the score at 3-3 at the 
halfway stage and, although flowing rugby had been at a 
premium, I did feel that Marlborough were getting the 
upper hand, and certainly their fitness levels seemed to 
be higher than those of the home side at this stage. 

I was made to look a bit of a mug early in the second- 
half. The home side imposed pressure and eventually skip¬ 
per Sean Stewart got over from close range for a try that 
remained unconverted. The visitors had lost a prop to the 
sin bin for slowing up possession during the move that 
brought the score, and the Bridport scrum prospered sub¬ 
sequently in his absence. They could not get quick ball to 
their backs however and really did not take advantage of 
their man over. 

Marlborough gave as good as they got and got them¬ 
selves back into the game with 15 minutes left when they 
kicked a penalty goal to take the score to 8-6. 

The visitors had been winning useable ball but seem¬ 
ingly were obsessed with the inside break, but they sent 
the ball wide with some ten minutes left, a home midfield 
back went for the interception, missed and the ball carrier 
ran into the hole his absence had created and touched 
down some five yards in from touch. This try too remained 
unconverted. 

The second half particularly had been laced with stop¬ 
pages and the final minutes must have seemed inter¬ 
minable ones for the Marlborough camp as Bridport tried 
to rally. 


They were unable to do so for their possession contin¬ 
ued to be slow and, although they held territorial advan¬ 
tage until the end, they never really threatened, and the 
visitors held on for the win that I thought they just about 
deserved. 

Bridport certainly have work to do if they are to avoid 
relegation. Their fitness levels were questionable. They 
seemed unable to deliver quick ball to their backs and 
their passing was less than clinical. 

They have several injuries at the moment, and they must 
be hoping that these do not turn out to be long term. 

IVEL BARBARIANS 7pts, WEYMOUTH 8pts 

IT is always pleasant to have one's opinion proved right. I 
said in my preview that I felt that Weymouth could well 
make a nuisance of themselves at Ivel Barbarians and they 
certainly did just that. 

At first things did not go to plan for them, in this game 
which saw defences on top for much of the time, for the 
home side got over for a converted try before the en¬ 
counter was ten minutes old. 

Weymouth regrouped however.Their defence, that was 
the cornerstone of this win, did all that was asked of it, 
their pack began to win ball, and they reduced the arrears 
with a Tim Peplow penalty goal to trail 7-3 at the halfway 
stage. 

Their set scrum had come under a little pressure during 
the first 40, but the introduction of Comden into the front 
row at the interval, shored things up in this area and Wey¬ 
mouth went from strength to strength. 

The telling score came with some ten minutes left. From 
a defensive lineout on their twenty two, the home side 
tapped back. Gibson secured possession on the floor, the 
ball was recycled and spun wide for a miss pass to put 
winger, Louis Allen, over in the corner.

Having bested one aspiring promotion candidate in Ivel 
last time out, WEYMOUTH will be trying to do the same to 
another when they entertain SHERBORNE 2nd on Satur¬ 
day for their opponents occupy the runners up spot in the 
Dorset & Wilts league Division One (South) currently. 

I seem to recall that the sides fought out an attritional 
draw, scoring an unconverted try apiece, back in Septem¬ 
ber and the home side, buoyed up by last week's result, 
will likely start as favourites. They will not find it easy but, 
if they bring their'A'game with them, they will come out 
on top.

Will Holmes and Will Batt then combined well to put 
the former clean away only to have the pass adjudged 
forward.

Weather frustrates Buckler 


CURRENTLY in the worst run of his 
training career, Bob Buckler is finding 
life frustrating enough without hav¬ 
ing to cope with the freezing condi¬ 
tions that are currently decimating 
race cards around the country. 

"The weather is playing havoc with 
all trainers as they try to find races for 
their horses. 

The problem is that with so many 
race cards being abandoned due to 
the weather, trainers have a limited 
choice as to where they can run, and 
with so few opportunities the entries 
for each race are huge, which means 
that a lot will be balloted out. 

"With the better horses taking pref¬ 
erence, the owners and trainer of the 
others are left very frustrated. 

"It is also difficult finding the right 
race for your horse, and you some¬ 
times have to compromise by enter¬ 
ing one which is not ideal be it in 
distance, ground or type of track." 

However despite having saddled 
over forty horses since their last win, 
the last three runners have helped 
raise the stables moral with good 
performances in the last week. 

Quix, a four-year-old having his 
first run finished a promising third in 
the Open NH Flat Race (bumper) at 


Lingfield on Saturday. 

Backed down to 6/1 joint favourite 
he was beaten 2 Vi lengths by the 
20/1 Solaise who made all the run¬ 
ning. 

"He's a very nice horse with a de¬ 
cent pedigree but ran a little bit 
green. The race was lost down the 
back when the winner went well 
clear and we didn't respond. 

Turning into the straight jockey 
Nathan Sweeney said the penny sud¬ 
denly dropped but he had too much 
to do but was staying on well at the 
finish. I think if we had taken closer 
order initially we could have won the 
race." 

Cullahill also ran well in the CF 
Roberts Electrical Mechanical Serv¬ 
ices Conditional Jockeys' Handicap 
Chase over 2 miles 5 furlongs at Chel¬ 
tenham on Friday where he finished 
sixth. 

This was a typical situation where 
the horse was not running over its 
ideal distance but in a good class 
field. 

"He needs three miles, but there 
wasn't a suitable race for him. In the 
circumstances he did well against 
some good horse. 

He was in contention until he made 


a mistake at the ditch at the top of 
the hill that put him out of it, but he 
stayed on well and but for the error 
would have probably finished third 
or fourth. Considering it was not his 
distance it was a good run." 

Fun Guy was the third horse to 
cheer Buckler. He competed in the 
Class 3 EBF 'National Hunt' Novices' 
Hurdle (Qualifier) against some top 
class novices and finished a very 
creditable ninth. In contention until 
three out when he weakened he 
showed good promise. 

"It was a good field, but he jumped 
well and is turning into a nice horse." 

One of the stable stars Mizzurka is 
desperate to run, but was frozen out 
last week, and balloted out on Mon¬ 
day at Plumpton. 

Having had a great season last 
year in bumpers she is looking to run 
her first race over hurdles and is en¬ 
tered at both Newbury on Wednes¬ 
day and Thursday's Exeter meeting 
providing the weather permits. 

Power Lord hopes to make his rac¬ 
ing debut at Towcester on Thursday 
over hurdles whilst John's Gift hopes 
to replicate his impressive hurdle 
record when he has his first race over 
fences at Exeter also on Thursday.
